Man and most animals need a constant supply of water to live. Farmers need 
water for their crops. Hydroelectric dams hold back needed water and 
provide water for homes and industries.

In May 1996, Eric Cantona was crowned Footballer of the Year; it was the 
final proof (3l) of his rehabilitation with the English team, Manchester 
United.

ACTION MOVIES - Who Does The Stunts? 


Most people have a favourite action-movie star. But did you know that the 
people you see doing most of the exciting action shots are not the movie 
stars? Most movie actors use stuntpeople for action scenes with fights, fires, 
explosions, falls, and other dangerous activities. 


Who are stuntmen and stuntwomen? They are highly trained, professional 
risk takers.

It is almost impossible to write of the Arts in Australia without mentioning 
the building that first put Australia firmly on the world cultural map - the 
Sydney Opera House. Completed in 1973 after 14 years of much heated 
discussion and at a cost of over $8Š5 million, it ¡is not only the most well- 
known Australian building in the world but perhaps the most famous design 
of any modern building anywhere.

However, it Was not, in fact, completed to his 
original specifications. Plans for much of the intended interior design of the 
building have only recently been discovered. Sadly, the State Government 
of the day interfered with Utzon*s plans because of concerns about the 
escalating cost, though this was hardly surprising - the building was 
originally expected to.cost only $8 million. Utzon left the country before 
completing the project and in a ft of anger vowed never to return. The 
project was eventually paid for by a State-run lottery. 
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The Queen officially opened the building in 1975 and since then, within its 
curved and twisted walls, audiences of ail nationalities have been quick to 
acclaim the many world-class performances of stars from the Australian 
opcra, ballet and theatre.

TThe †lonouvable ŒÄXames 


Unlike today's Olympic Games, the ancient games were always held in the 
same place, at Olympia. Only those who could speak Grẻek well were 
allowed to compete. Today, athletes from around the world can take part, no 
matter what language they speak. 


The modern Olympic Games were first held in 1896, in Athens. After so, 
many years without this special competition, it was Baron Pierre de 
Coubertin who was responsible for resurrecting the Olympics. His dream 
was that the Olympic Games should enable countries and people to live 
peacefully side by siđe. 


Some legendary sportspeople began their careers at the Olympics. The most 
famous boxer of all time first came to public attention in the 1960 Rome 
Olympics when he won the gold medal under his original name, Cassius 
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Clay. This young man went on to win his first World Heavyweight Boxing 
Championship in 1964, and later changed his name to one we all know: 
Mohammad All. 


Another superstar of sports ¡is Michael Jordan. He was the highest scorer for 
the gold medal-winning USA basketball team at the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics. This was just after he finished college, before professional 
athletes were allowed to compete. Jordan also returned to the Olympics after 
many years. When professional sportspeople were first allowed to join 
Olympic teams in 1992, Jordan won his second Olympic gold medal as part 
of the so-called 'Dream Team" ofNBA players. 


Many records have been set at the Olympic Games. In 1992, Fu Mingxia 
amazed the world when she became China`s youngest Olympic champion at 
just 13 years of age. She won two more gold medals in 1996 and returned in 
2000 to win the gold once again. She was the first female diver to win four 
Olympic gold medals before retiring from diving.
